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My dear Mr. Secretary: 
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I send you herewith a paraphrase of a cablegram from i|dmiral 
Bristol at Constantinople, forwarded through the American P 
Commission at PariB. The original of this cablegram was shown 
to you this morning by the Chief of the Division of Russian Affairs 
of thiB Department. 

I have considered it desirable for some time that this Govern¬ 
ment should have in the south of Russia an experienced observer of 
Russian affairs who should establish informal relations with General 
Denikin and report upon the progress of his movement against the 
Bolshevik Government in Moscow. It seems to me that Admiral McCully's 
long acquaintance with Russian affairs, his knowledge of the language, 
his sympathy with Russian aspirations, and his discretion and discern¬ 
ment, qualify him in an extraordinary measure to undertake this work. 
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I should be very happy if you would find it possible to permit Admiral 
McCully to proceed to the south of Russia as a special agent of the 
Department of State. 
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
